ELISOA C. PARKS KILLED.

Rn Into *y the 48-KllIeA Initaxlj 


Mnnjfled and Tern — Two Horn* 
biadlr Injured — Sad Affair— Coro- 
nnr'i Inqueat. 
Yesterday morning at abont 10 


o'clock the O. P. yard engine ran 
into Elisba C. Parks' wagons and 
horses, killing Mr. Parks, injuring 
two horses so badly that one of them 
had to be shot soon after, and break- 
ing the tongue and one wheel of the 
forward wagon. Mr. Parka had just 
unloaded a lot of grain at the Flonr- 
ing Mill, and wan coming back to 
town. To do so it was necessary to 
cross the railroad track near the V. 
& T. bridge. A train of oars loaded 
with timber was standing on a side 
track and tbia made it impossible for 
him to; see the main t/aok. When the 
eight horaes were across the track 
and the wagon just abont to cross, 
the yard engine, which was running 
backward, struck, and in a twinkling 
Mr. Parka was thrown from the wheel 
horse we was riding, and killed. The 
horses were dragged a short distance, 
one of them having his nigh fore leg 
torn from his body, and another 
getting his jaw broken and injured 
internally. Mr. Parks had both legs 
out off, a deep out in the thigh, skull 
broken and skull torn off—in abort, 
he was mangled fearfully, and died 
instantly. 
Eye witnesses Bay that 


when he saw the engine coming be 
attempted to jump from tbe horse, 
but one foot naught iu the stirrup 
and be was unable to escape. The 
b >dy wag taken charge of by the 
Coroner, and we give the testimony 
baought out by him at the inquest 
below. Deceased lived on a ranch 
a few miles this side of Janesville, 
Oal., and every Fall brought his 
produce to market, and was on one 
of these trips when the fatal accident 
occurred. He leaves a wife and five 
or six children, three of them grown. 
A telegram was sent to Suaanville 
theniearest station, asking whit to do 
with the body. 
No answer coming 


his friends had him placed in a coffin 
and yesterday afternoon at 5 o'clock 
Smith Hill left with it for that place. 
He was a man of quite habits, and 
had a host of friends, all of whom 
deplore his untimely fate. We learn 
he was a Mason aud O Jd Fellow. One 
year ago he broke his leg while load- 
ing freight at Earl's depot, and but 
recovered from it when a sadder fate 
overtook him. He was a man who hud 
the respect of all who knew bin. At- 
tentive to business, quiet and indus- 
trious, a kind and devoted father, his 


imalson wagon; the engine-WM re- 
versed; I ran over, and four 'bones 
wore down and this man; the engineer 
got off and they laid the wounded 
man on one side; I made all haste for 
a doctor and got back in just time to 
see the raau die;*helped to clear away 
the broken wagon and team; did not 
see the wagon until the collision; the 
freight oars obstructed my view; the 
oars in my estimation stood there 
from the time I went to work, at 7 
o'clock, to the time of this occurrence; 
the man lay between two horses—a 
saddle horse and a draft horse.

Janesville, Lassen county, Cal. is his 
home; his occnpation is teaming and 
ranching; age about 50 years; I do 
not know whether he ia an Ameiioau 
or foreigner, but think he is nn 
American; I holped to put him in the 
box; he was dead abont half past 10 
o'clock A. M ; he was killed by a teu- 
der running over him at the crossing 
close to V. & T. B. E bridge in 
Beno, Washoe county, Nevada; he 
went to the flouring mill with a load 
of gram; had eight mules and horses, 
two wagons, one a back action; he 
went to tho mill after unloading; re- 
turned tho same way he came; ho was 
riding one of the horses; I did not re- 
turn with him; same number of ani. 
mals to the wagon; I started towards 
Earl's ilepot; 1 got about 100 yards 
from lower end of tbe corral and I 
heard a bell ringing; I started back 
the same way I came; before I could 
see the road he wao ou I heard tho 
crash of the engine running inlo the 
wagon; I went to the crossing and I 
saw Elisba Parks lying there; tho 
wagon was broken; I noticed the legs 
of this man were broken, but I no- 
ticed no other wounds, and abont 10 
minutes after be was dead; he has a 
wife and children and a "brother liv 
ing in Janeaville; when I aud Parks 
went to tha flouring mill there were 
loaded freight oars standing on the 
V. & T. track and from 4 to 6 feet on 
the crossing; heHhought it was hwd 
to cross without stalling; I took out a 
coupling link from tho car and he 
went over without trouble; when!got 
back the cars stood in the siime posi- 
tion on the track nearest to the mill; 
these oars obstructed his view of the 
tender; I beard the bell ringing on 
the other side of the freight cars; I 
did not see the tender until after it 
had struck.

hey struck; I saw the man carried 
off the track; there were freight cars 
on tbe track of the V. & T.; I do not 
know of what company. 


ALBERT LYMAN, 


Sworn: I was engineer of the yard 
engine of 0. P. B. B Co., No. 48; 
about 10 o'clock or 10 minuiea past, 
I was running or backing the engine 
on the main V. & T. track, toward 
the bridge; I could not see the team 
before I came to the orossiug on 
account of the freight cars standing 
on tbe V. & T. spur; I was in the 
window of the locomotive looking 
back; about a car length from this 
crossing I caught a glimpse of some 
thing, I did know what it was; my 
fireman shouted "look out;" I turned 
around, reversed 
the engine and 


opened the throttle as wide as I could 
and stopped as soon as possible; we 
still backed 15 or 20 feet further after 
I reversed the engine; I can not tell 
if we struck the horses or wagon, but 
think we struck the horses; engine 
then sprung back toward Chamber- 
Iain's; the cars ware C. P. B. B 
oars, but were on V. & T. track, and 
were loaded with a view to be taken 
away with the 7 o'clock morning 
train but were left because that train 
could not take them. Mr. Gladstone, 
my Bremen, rang the bell of the en- 
gine aa load as it could be rung from 
the time we entered on the V. & T. 
track until we reversed the engine, 
just before the collision; 1 was on 
the right hand side of the engine and 
my flreman on the other side; engine 
going from six to eight miles an 
hour, backing moderately. 


HENRY NORTHROP. 


I was on the engine; I was looking 


out on the opposite side of Mr. Ly 


man; 
I saw a pair of horses across the 


track we were coming on and a pair 
on the track; at the same time I beard 
Mr. Getchell and Mr. Gladstone hal- 
loaing; Getohell jumped off; about 
this time we atrupk the horses on the 
track; thev had got a little further 
across; the engine bounded back im- 
mediately; I saw a man and four 
horses lying oa the track; I got off 
and went round to see them; I saw 
several men'take hold of him aud 
take him off the track; the engine 
was reversed and bounded'back.

Sworn: I was at tbe mill when E. 
Parks came there; he was sober and

A MUBDEItOCB SLOW AT INDOTTBT ITSELF, 
And against the interests of the hand- 
workers and bread winners of the world. 
They were everywhere quick, to tee that a 
shrinking volume of money meant falling 
prices, and that falling prices meant an 
elimination of the hope, and almost even 
of the possibility, of profit in business, 
which is tbe only incentive to production;

COMPETITION OF THE CHINESE 


In our great leading industry baa been 
avoided. Tbe blight ia Dot upon us as it 
is upon onr sister State, California, yet we 
bave not escaped the evil effects of the 
competition there. Each avenue of indus- 
try occupied by the Chinese in California 
leaaens the avennei for white labor and 
tends to overcrowd the labor market here. 
Chinese immigration 
is a question of 


world-wide significance. It is aooamical 
movement—tbo danger to flow from 
it cannot be over-estimated. I have always 
held the opinion that the importation or 
immigration of Asiatic laborers to this 
country should be not restricted, bnt ab- 
solutely and entirely prohibited. A dis- 
tinction is sought to be made between tbe 
voluntary immigration of Chinese laborers 
and tbe importation of coolies, bnt it is a 
distinction without a difference. 
The 


whole population of China baa bnen sub- 
jected for thousands of years to tbe most 
cruel deapotism. 
During this gloomy 


period not one single brave declaration for 
liberty haa been made, not one blow for 
freedom struck. 
The Chineae race baa 


solved tbe problem of achieving the mail- 
mum of production with the minimum of 
consumption. The question ia often flirj- 
pantly asked, Is not this superior race of 
onrs able to withstand tbe competition of 
the barbarous, despised Chinese in any of 
the avenues of industry and trade 7 Are 
we cot able to hold onr own with them in 
the race of life ? I answer, yea; bat upon 
tbe conditions that we banisb hope, sur- 
render ambition, forget the Christian vir- 
tues, give up wife, children, family and 
family ties, stifle all the spiritual yearn- 
ings of the soul and content ourselves 
with tbe minimum tbat will aupport ani- 
mal life. Our raoe will never permit Itself 
to be reduced to thia degraded condition- 
to this appalling extremity. It ia the first 
time in the history of tbe world that 


THE HIQHB8T AND LOWEST CIVILIZATION 
Have confronted each other on the same 
field and striven for the posseeaion of the 
soil with indnatrial weapons. The contest 
is a much more dangerous one to tbe 
higher raoe than if the weapons were war- 
like. The ability and willingness to live 
on the most miserable and scanty subsist- 
ence, wbioh enablea the coolie to drive tbe 
American artisan and Uborer from tbe 
field and workshop, will enable tbe Chi- 
nese employer Innred to the same habits 
to compel the employer to al:idon his 
business and the bunker to surrender bis 
counter. Whenever a superior race with 
cultivated wants and tastea are threatened 
with the invasion of an inferior race of un- 
limited numbers, whose wants are few and 
whose power of endurance and production 
is great, one of three things muatiappen :

Smth Carolina and Montana were th. only 
delegations voting solidly to strike out. That 
motion received, bwldes those two, a majority 
vote from bnt six delegations. This result was 
due almost wholly to theneraonal exertlonsand 
the debate in the committee carried on by the 
Benator from Nevada, His speech bad a sharp 
effect and aided the success that was achieved 
In the Senate he has since voted for all mess, 
ures that looked to Investigating, checking and 
suppressing this great evil. He bas made no 
speech thereon, as Mr. Sargent and Mr, Booth 
covered the ground so thoroughly that, with a 
constant personal canvass to inform Senators, 
In which Mr. Jonea was always moat active, 
there waa no need of speeches other than those 
named.
